ing heat and the sickly state of some of 
our party, argued os strongly for tho nosrest 

y to Hoihow. The way was clearly 
open to Ling-shui ; no possible hindrance 
was nuggested to making the journey itself, 
no thst we bad practically demonstrated 
the fact that the hill country in its very 
contre ‘could be crossed at right angles. 
West to East—and Suuth to North— 
without difficulty other than those in- 
cident to the road to be travelled, This 
fact was now as clearly proved as though 
we had marched the four romnining daye 
down to tho East Coast, and the theory 
which wo had heard ao often set forth, that 
there wero impassable barrjers in tho form 
of hostile tribes, imponetrable jungles etc., 
was offactually disposed of. With some re- 
luctance my friend gave up his cheriahed 
scheme of reaching tho Sea Const. at Ling- 
hui and adopted the more prudent course 
of taking tho shorter route to the north— 
a course most fully justified by the condi- 
tion of our party in the next fow days 

We decided to rest a few days at Nam-lo 
to recruit our physical strength ond to re- 
plenish as for as possible our depleted sup. 
plics of provisions and copper cash. Our 
quarters wore continually surrounded by 
the usual crowds, smoking, talking ond 
watchiog ue with unabated curiosity. The

of earth, covered nearly on inch deep with 
fine dust, which the conatant troading of 
feet atirrod up perpetually, Theres was no 
apace to swing our canvas beds. The 
framo at the side of the room on which I 
spread my bed waa raised a foot from the 
ground, and as ¥ Jaid down I heard angry 
protests from @ canine occupant of the 
space underneath, The protesting dog was 
drivon out by the people but soon returned 
and continued to snarl and whine ultimate- 
Jy in a most exasperating way. I procured 
4 pole with which to persuade the brute to 
yacate the premises, but only succeeded in 
stirring up 3 nest of little puppies, whose 
shrill cries only added to the tumult. It 
was not unuil this whole canine family had 
eon hooked out with bamboo sticks and 
transferred to a neighbouring house that 
we found peace. 

The people who came about ua were 
friendly. The young head man was most 
attentive and uccepted our little gifte with 
the inquiry if they would bring ‘ peace,’ 
The women wore large earrings and were 
well tataoed, but seemed cheorful ond 
happy. They did all tho household work, 
carriod all the water and wove cloth in the 
intervals of more pressing .work. Several 
companies of them came into the apace be- 
fore the Chiof’s house carrying large baak- 
ets filled with the green pods of the tree 
cotton. These pods look like large unrips 
pananas, avd some of our men seving the 
Less children eating them, supposed they 
wero fruit, bnt one taste was sufficient to 
undaceive them, These pods were spread 
out on drying frames, exposed to the aun, 
or to hot ait in the houses when it rained, 
until they burst oper, whon the cotton 
was picked out and used as wadding for 
garments. blankets and for other purposes. 

Nawm-lo is the vame applied ,to {several 
villages which lio in « cluster near together 
and around them were extensive fields of 
tice and sweet potatoes. Homes were seen 
grazing in the rice meadows ; cattle in 
large numbers roamed over the hills 
ang eversthing indicated a good degree 
of comfort and a fair supply of the neces- 
sarias of life. 

Wo found several Chinamen resident 
here, all of them, with but one exception, 
being besotted opium smokers. One of 
them bad his Chinese‘wife with him, but 
her faithfulness in following him into this 
wild country did vot gave her from ill- 
trestmont at his bands. She camo tomy 
friend for medicine to cure’ 8 sore arm 
which had been cauned by an unmercifal 
beating received from her husband, Such 
occurrences, were not likely: to ‘raise these 
Chinese in the eyes of the Lees or make 
the Lee women envy their Chiness sisters: 
Quis Chinaman, howerer, who lived in one 
of the adjacent villaces, wa found to ba 
very friendly and ready to belp us—getting 
eggs, rice, fruit, otc, for us, He also 
secured a balf-grown pig which he was 
oing to kill for uur benefit, but unfor- 
tanately it broke out of the pen and dis- 
appeared into tho jungle and we could not 
afford the tima to weit for its recapture. 

Anong.the People gathered about us we 
noticed ‘neveral in red. turbans, but they 
were @ very small proportion'af: the whole, 
nearly every one being dressed in-the ordi- 
nary garments of peace: Wo diligently 
explored the fields, the hills and ravines 
around the placo,- visiting sll the ueigh- 
bouring. villages whero every one waa quite 


friendly. Intho ravines the vegetation was | 
loxuriant, and excellent springs of clear 
swest water gushed out slong tho base of 
tho hills. . Je. 

Having secured guides, we started north- 
ward slong the course of tho Kom-ym river, 
snd after.an hour's tramp came to 8 well- 
built villages in tho Muk-chan district, 
where we halted for a short rost, 3 draught 
of wator and for our party to come together, 
& precaution against becoming roparatcd and j 
following wrong paths which diverged in all 
direction. My friond and I were the lant to 
come up and it was evident at once that he 
and Jack bad ‘bean quorrelling. With 
more zeal than prudence ke proceeded to 
chantien the pony on the apot, Jack, 
smarting ander the stinging rattan, backed 
into the midst of our | ago vory Dearly 
demolishing sur only frying pat ‘be 
destruction of. this humble utensil. would 
have been a calamity indeed, ns wd should 
then have been compelled to aro the 
dubious Lee utensils tasting at every meal 
the flavor of the pecoliar dishes previously 
cooked in them. Tho Loes asa rule have 
but one pot in which everything is 
cooked, Itis not pleasant to contemplate 
the combinstion of favors, which the con- 
stant use of this all-absorbing pot would 
entail. : 

While following tho course of tho rivor 
our road was mostly on the level of the 
plain, Many broad fields were passed, and 
some of thom crossed the path leading 
through theamidst ‘of tho corm ‘and sweet 
potatoas. place near a large village, 
wo saw rafts on the river aud s number of 
men fishing with-nets. Our guides wished 
to tako us into this town, but fearing this 
was only 3 pretext to securd an op- 
portunity of deserting us we bado them 
keep on, The country wat parched ond 
traces of recent firas were abundant, We 
crossed tho river-gevernl times at ehallow 
fords or on stone causeways, ond were 
impressed with the capabilities of this 
district. Vegetation was very laxurisnt in 
places and from the wooded hills amall 
atreams came down at frequent § in- 
tervals, indicating a good supply of 
water even in times of drought. Our 
guides were evidently unwilling to ac- 
company us, 80 that we had to keap s strict 
watch over them ldat they should abscond. 
Ahout noon we approached a sitll hamlet, 
whon we proposed to halt for lunch. 
At first no one appeared, but after much 
searching and trylag of doors wo gained 
entrance to one of the houses when setoral 
bamboo joints wore found filled with water, 
but little elas was seen, After a time, 
from one of the other houses, there came a 
man of most woe-begone appearance, to 
meet us. Ho had been suffering from 
malarial fevar and was a most pitiablo ob- 
ject, scarcely able to sit up. Our guides 
wero much disappointed at finding no one 
to reliave them bere and take as on to 
the next village. Ln strong terms they de- 
clared their ignorance of the way and their 
inability to go furthor, but wo wore firm 
and held them to the contract made in the 
morning, Their unwillingness procesded 
no doubt from the foar that they would 
receive little or no compeneation for their 
sorvices. Here as elsewhere we found re- 
peated evidence that the Chineso had been 
accustomed to impose upon the natives, 
demanding their services aa guides and 
carriors, and then failingtopay them, We 
determined that these mea should have 
difforent ideas on this matter after they 
had eerved us, and the sequel showed that

Teun-ohow Fu, # considerable town sitna- 
ted at the junction of the West River with 
the Pak Ho, an important tributary which 
runs into it from the north-west, would be 
likely to develop into a valuable way-port 
and distributing centre, and in the winter 
season when the water runs low might also 
serve as the terminus of steamer cavigation 
j€ vessels were unable to reach Nan-ning. 

The ndvanteges which wonld accrue to 
foreign commorce generally, 28 well as to 
Hongkong, by the opening to steam naviga- 
tion of the Wiest Rivor and tributaries would 
cortainly be very great. This Colony, 
situated os it is at the mouth of the Canton 
River would not only be a larger distributing 
contre than it is now but it would benefit 
greatly by the increased passenger traffic 
which would necessarily follow upon in- 
creased facilities of traneport. 

Tho opening up of the Weat River would 
aleo be of great advantage to the Chineso 
population in thé neighbourhood. It would 
secure to the Chincee Goveroment inoreased 
revenue through the Custom Houses in the 
soveral districts through which the river 
passes, it would give an impulse to inland 
production by bringing prodace within reach 
of a market, and it would augment and eo- 
rioh the population of the villages and towns 
throughoutthe route, Another consideration, 
and onethat ought, in the opinion of theCbam- 
ber of Commerce, to weigh with the Chinese 
Government is that steam navigation on the 
West River would minimize the dauger of

THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE AND 
TRADE WITH THE WEST 
RIVER, 


Tho following commanication from the 
Hongkong Genctal Chamber of Commerce to 
the Earl] of Rosebery, Scoretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, has been forwarded to us 
for publication :— 


Hongkong General Chamber of 
Commerce, 
Slat Jaly 1893. 

Mr Lorp,—At tha last meeting of the 
Mombers of this Chamber the often mooted 
question of the desirability of opening the 
upper waters of tho Chu Kiong or Canton 
River to foreign trade and steam naviga- 
tion came undor discussion. 

The Committee have reason to believe 
that owing to the friendly relations which 
happily exist between the respective Govern- 
ments, and between the Hougkeng Govern- 
ment snd the Viceroy of the neighbouring 
Province, there might now be found less 
reluctance than heretofore to consider such 
a proposal, and 1 um therefore directed by 
the Chamber to address Your Lordship in 
the hope thst you may seo fit to instruct 
the British Minister at Peking to bring tho 
matter a4 e00n as he can conveniently do ao 
to the notice of the Tauog-li Yamén. 

Foreign trade at the existing treaty ports 
in Soutbern China hes now reuched its 
utmost limit and cannot possibly be extend- 
ed until now fielde areopened up byimproved 
means of communication with the interior. 
At present owing to tho cont of transport 
whioh in many districts is limited to por- 
terage by covlies, in the abseuce of water 
carriage, trade ia foreiga goods is necessari- 
ly confined to small dimensions, nor can it 
penetrate to any distance from the const or 
River ports. 

Tho namerous lekin and other taxing 
atations in the inland districte act still 
farther as restrictions, and it is evident that 
if foreign trade is to be developed and oor- 
responding advantages are tobe gained by the 
Chinese some eteps should be taken to facili- 
tate and extend commercial intercourse in 
these districts and beyond. 7 

Tho foreign Trade of South China is really 
confined to a very few ports, consisting of 
Fooohow, Amoy, Swatow, Macao, Canton, 
and Pakboi, and from these the in- 
terior marts of the provinces of . Fokien 
and Kwangtug are scarcely reached, The 
great inland proviacesof Kwangei, Yennao, 
and Kueichow are from 2 commercial point 
of view not touched at all. 

Canton, which should be the gatewsy of 
trade to South Western China is so only in 
a yery reatricted degree, owing to the Ter. 
viers to inland transit generally, and the 
existing trafilo is still fortber threatened by 
a. diversion to the new ronte opened uv 
through Tonkin to Yonuax, The Freno 
Government in order to sucaurege the uso of 
this route have redaced the tariff on goods 
in transitu to a nominal rate, and the trade 
will for this reason bes probably, directed 
thither to the detriment of British interests, 

Having regard to the foregoing cireum- 
atanoes, and in view of the value of extend- 
ed trade to Great Britain and to the colooy 
of Hongkong, this Chamber prays. Your 
Lordebip to press npon the Chinese Govern- 
mept the necessity sopeniog up the Upper 
Branch of the Chu Kiang or Peart River 
(enown sa the Si Kiang or West. River) ta 
steamers of ali nations, aud the cities of 
Wu-chow, Teun~chow, and Nan-sing-fu to 
Foreign trade. 

Wausebow is a walled ify on the Weat 
River at its juoctioa with the Fu Ho, « 
stream navigable by junke of light draft. 
It is situated, in’ Kwangsi (some 12 miles 
Gistant from the eastern boundary) and is 
abvut 200 miles distant from Canton. Up!

potable, Hitherto whenever famines hove 
occurred the Chinese Government. has been 
unablo to relieve the distressed population 
and fearful sufferings have been entailed 


thereby, . 

The conditions of trade in Southern China 
are at present from ail points of view ansa~ 
tisfactory, and it must be admitted as a fact 
that the [mperisl Government of China is 
cognizant of the Qrevloes! abuses which 
retard commercial development. 

The Provincial Governments do not gene- 
rally receive the Customa revenues collected 
at their maritime ports and have to impose 
landward dues in order to raise funde for 
various and locat objects, This is done in 
an arbitrary manner and foreign goods 
under ‘transit passes’ are no longer exemp- 
ted from these imposts. To such an extent 
fs thie now tho case that transit passes havo 
become # dead-letter, and Treaty obligations 
in respect to them are entirely ignored in 
most parts of Kwangtang. The effect upon 
foraign trade is serious, a8 thera is no sa- 
eurity from the most outrageous exactions, 
and at the present time transit passos ora 
hardly applied for owing to the threats of 
violence and confiscation of goode which srs 
meted out to native traders, In the opinion 
of thisChamber the opening of the West 
River to steam navigation would remove, or 
at alleventa modify, throughout the route 
the onerous lekin imposts, Such an occasion 
should be seized to bring about a re-adjust- 
ment of the transit pass privileges which 
have caased to be observed, and a removal 
of all these hindrances to the free develop- 
ment of enterprise among & people by natare 
20 industrious and so diaposed to commercial 
adventure. 

Tho development of the trade at the Yang. 
teze ports, and the stimulus give to indas- 
try and commerce since the Great River was 
opened to the Treaty Powers affords some 
criterion of what may bo expected if the 
Riverine porta in Kwangtung and Ewangsi 
are brought within reach of the oulside 
world, At Chungking, the last porton the 
Yangteze st which Foreigners bavo been 
permilted to reside for purposes of trade, 
aud in spite of the relinguishment of the 
rights acquired by Treaty in regard to 
reaching it by .steaméra, the development 
has been remarkable, and the value of its 
commerce has attained by last Customs re- 
turns to the figures of Haikwan Tals 
5,780,000 Imports aod Taels 3,170,000 
Exports. . 

The covcession to Franco of the right to 
trade at Lungohow in Ewangsi and at 
Méngtezu ia Yuonao has had the effect of 
creating a volume of business at theso places 
of a value in 1892 of Haikwan Taele 24,000 
Importa, Teels 12,400 Exporte, aod Hoikwan 
Taels 1,050,000 Imports, Taels 830,000 Ex- 
ports, respectively, and the Committee of 
this Chamber are of opiaion that the advan- 
tage thus secured to France is sufficient to 
justify a claim on the part of Great Britain 
ior the opening of the West River, which 
would seem the only equivalent of the privi- 
leges' granted fo our neighbours on the 
western borders.

FOOUHOW NOTES. 


There has lately been a brisk demand 
for Foochow mancfactured paper for the 
North, and the export of this article during 
the past fow weeks has in consequence 
been considerable, 

The Foochow Arsonel, which has for 
some yeara past been onder the control of 
the reigning Viceroy, has now beon trans- 
forred by H. E. tho present Viceroy to the 
superintendence of a mandarin specially 
appointed by hin. 

Early on Wednesday morning, 6th inst., 
whon half s gale of wind wes blowing and the 
tide running strong, a honse-boat got adrify 
on tha river aod ranning on to therooks near 
Limpoo became a complete wrock., There 
were two men and a boy of twalve on 
board, The men tmansged to save them- 
selves, but the peor lad was drowned, 

A man in the city has lately died from a 
mistake in the medicine shop in making ap 
the doctor's prescription, The Chinese 
doctor having certified that the mistake 
was the cause of the man’s death, the 
family demanded sum from the proprietor 
of the shop a8 indemnity for their loss, 
which was promptly paid to avoid further 
trode. 

Some wealthy philanthropic local natives 
have engaged the sorviccea of o staff 
of Chinese doctors to attend the poor 
who may need wodical advice. The 
headquarters, where these doctors may 
be consulted, are at the Joss-honses 
at the bask of the Native Hospital. 
Advice and medicine will be given free of 
charge, It is meraly a matter of accidont 
wo presume that this consulting ropm is 
next door, so to spenk, to the Foochow 
Native Hospital.

A boy came -on board. one-day, after 
having been on leave, with his right fore. 
finger offto the second joint—he had aeloot- 
ed this foger in order to incapacitate him 
from firiog a rifo—and when he was quos- 
tioned an to how it occurred he mid ‘a 
cart had run over his hand and sovored the 
finger,’ It was afterwards proved that he 
owilfuily cut it off with a grover’s sugar cut- 
tor. la was punished with twouty-four 
strokea with a birch rod and not dismissed 
thesertice, his valuable servicss being ro- 
tained asa lower-dock swaoper. 


Anothor youngster, who was invalided 
with heart disoaze, confided te tho writer 
his ‘dodge.’ He used to swallow four 
common soap pills overy day, and every 
morning, about five minutes beforo visiting 
the ‘doctor, he would trot sharply up and 
down the upper deck. When the doctor 
sounded him his heart would be beating 
rapidly, and as it got no better—the ticket 
‘worker took very good care that it did not 
—ho was discharged to the ahoro as ‘madi 
cally unfit for H.M. Service.' 


Another instance was that of a youth 
who had # scraped shin, whick he told the 
doctor wan caused by his slipping on o 
ratling when going aloft, but which was 
really caused by scrubbing’ it vigoroualy 
with a scrubbing-brush. After being 
dremod by the doctor for several days, the 
injured shin seomed to get worge instead of 
better, when the dootor having his suspi- 
Cious aroused, went to tho tad’s hammock 
one night after he was turned in, and 
unbandaging his leg found a bronze coin 
next to the injured flesh. 


Ho wat removed into sick quartera and 
placed under the immediate auporvision of 
the medical staff, and was thus prevented 
from tampering with his leg any more. As 
soon as ho recovored he was punished with 
eighteen strokes with a birch rod.
